Direct Dealing On 
Atomic Controls 
Demanded By 
U.S. 


PARIS, Oct. 18.—OT—The United 
States demanded today that the 
United Nations turn the deadlock- 
ed atomic energy problem over to 
the five great powers and Canada 
for direct negotiations. 


Chief U. S. Delegate Warren R. 


Austin told the 58-natlon political 
committee the United Nations could 
go no further In Its efforts to con- 
trol the atom until the 
Soviet 


Union agreed to "participate in the 
world community on a cooperative 
basis." 


The Berlin dispute comes up to- 


morrow in the Security Council. A 
new compromise plan which would 
take the issue out of the U. N. Is 
reported under consideration by 
.ho six neutrals of the council. 
Bod "World" lilt. 
Austin, commenting on a report 
drawn up by an atomic energy 
sub-committee, declared: 


"Communist states desire to live 


in a secret world of their own be- 
ilnd which, for all we know, they 
may arm and prepare their people 
tor war. We do not desire to live 
n such a world. 
"That Is the impasse In which the 
United Nations 
Atomic 
Energy 


commission finds Itself. This is an 
Impasse which can not be over- 
come by the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission." 


Austin said the problem must 


be turned over to the United States, 
Russia, Britain, France, China and 
Canada for negotiations. 
Russia's Jacob A. Malik retort- 
ed that "no fairy tales 
about 
alleged closed doors and iron cur- 
tains can show that the Soviet 
proposal is inacceptable." He said 
Austin, by conjuring up fairy tales, 
revealed "the weakness of his po- 
sition" and showed that the Unit- 
ed States did not want to reach 
agreement on atomic 
controls,

day through Friday, week for one million 
railroad employes.

These employes have had substantial raises 
during and since the war. Their average week- 
ly earnings are higher than the average weekly 
earnings of workers in manufacturing indus- 
tries. They have more job security than the 
average worker in American industry. They 
also enjoy paid vacations, a retirement sys- 
tem and other advantages more generous 
than the average worker receives. 


In contrast with the demands of these 16 


unions, which add up to tho equivalent of 48c an 
hour, the Conductors and Trainmen recently 
settled their wage request for an Increase of lOc 
an hour. 


Railroads Run for Everybody—

many groups—producers, businessmen, ship- 
pors, passengers and the general public— 
nighj and day, every day of the year.
